PlMrmament as favored by Senator 


Borah may soon reach the realm of 
dl<cu»lon between the United States 
and other (Treat natlojis. Tha Invita- 
tion of President Harding to such a 
conferenc* has been accepted by Kiiu- 
lund and France and Is likely to bo 
accepted by Japan and Italy.

nine men "mushed" Into the 


old fields over a 760-mile trail, part of 
which was snow-covered, across 
the 


continental divide from White Horse, 
Yukon territory. They made the trip 
to Norman in twenty-one days, which 
is considered very fast time .and used 
Ihlrty-flve dogs to pull their sleds. 


Originally mosi of the

from Vancouver. D. C.. which they left

Returning Fortune Seekers 


Report Abundance of Oil in 


Northern Field 


JUNK'AU. Alaska, July 13.—First of 


the fortune-seekers to make the round 
trip this year to new oil fields at Karl 
Norman,' In the MacKenzlo valley of 
northern Canada, nine men passed 
through Juneau recently enroute to 
tJdmoiuon, Alberta, whero they will 
record their locations on oil lands. 


'1 believe the district will be a world 


beater," John 
McDonnell, ono ot the 


"sourdough" leaders of the party said. 
"One gusher at Norman produced 1590 
barrels a day, according to reports 
which I believe are below the correct 
figures." 


Every member of tho party said the 


oil was of high grade and asserted It 
was used in the fort Norman county 
for lighting and heating and even was 
used, without being -jhanjed from Ita 
crude stale, in gas engines. 


The 
nine men "rp.ushed" into the 


old fields over a 750-mile trail, part of 
which was snow-covered, across 
the 


continental divide from White Horse, 
Yukon territory. They made the trip 
to Norman in twenty-one days, which 
Is considered very fast time .and used 
thirty-five dogs to pull their sleds. 


Originally most of the 
men came 


from Vancouver. B. C., which they left 
on March a, of this year, coming north 
to Skagway, Alaska, and crossing the 
While Pass trail to White Horse by 
railroad. Leaving "White Horse Marcli 
13. they took the trail to Carmacka, on 
the Yukon river, and then struck out 
across 
the 
mountains for the big 


Canadian basin. At Fort Norman they 
found 
themselves among the first 


stampedcrs of tho year to get "Inside." 


Hundreds of men from Canada and 


the United States are planning to go 
to the new fields this year over the 
Canadian route, through Edmonton, 
Fort McMurray and Peace River. Host 
of this route Is by steamboat down the 
Peace and 
MacKenzle rivers. 
Al- 


though fast time can be made in sum- 
mer over this Interior route, the men 
who passed through here declared the 
trail from Whita Horse was the best 
winter way to Norman.
